President Ford tells a nation- 
wide broadcast audience tonight 
about the next step in his oners' 
program, with strong indica- 
tions that it will include a 
second SI tariff on each barrel 
of imported oil. 


All major television-and radio 


networks said they planned to 
broadcast Ford's statement live 


from his Oval Office at 8:30 p.m. 
EOT. A White House an- 
nouncement said the President 
.would disclose "his decisions on 
the energy program in the ab- 
sence of any congressional ac- 
tion." The talk is expected to 
last about 10 minutes. 


As key elements in his 


energy-conservation program, 
Ford proposed a $3-a-barrel 
tariff in three monthly steps and 
a gradual end to price controls

•Barbara Smuts ended with a 
15-hour rowboat trip across 


" Lake Tanganyika to freedom. 


The fragile-looking, 24-year- 


old daughter of a Ford Motor 
Co. executive from Ann Arbor, 


Mich., told newsmen Monday- 
she is relieved to be safe but 
deeply saddened at leaving 
three friends still captive in the 
eastern Zaire jungle. 


Miss Smuts' voice faltered as 


she described 
how leftist 


guerrillas from Zaire raided the 


Gombe Stream research center 
in western Tanzania Monday, 
May 19. The band of armed men 
took 
her, 
fellow Stanford 


University students Carrie Jane 
Hunter and Kenneth Stephen 
Smith, 
and Dutch student 


Emilie van Zinnick Bergman. 


That night they were moved 


in a boat 35 miles across Lake 
Tanganyika to Zaire. 


She said 
the guerrillas 


"repeatedly emphasized that 
they are not bandits or pirates 
out lor personal gain, but that 
they represent an organized 
military and political force." 
' Miss Smuts said there was a 


"large number of.soldiers, all 
uniformed," at the Zaire camp 
where they were taken. She 
declined to indicate the location" 
of the camp. 


"We were kept in a village. 


There were many guns. There 
were civilians in the area as 
"well-," she said. "I lived in a 
mud hut with a thatched roof. 


"We had comfortable beds 


that were off the ground. The 
food was adequate.- We were 
kept warm and dry. 


"During the days, we talked 


with one another and .tried to

five'foreign correspondents last 
Friday that he was weighing 
whether to impose the second 
dollar tariff. 


"The Congress has failed very 


badly," he asserted. "They 
have done literally nothing af- 
firmatively to solve our energy 
problem. Perhaps the imposi- 
tion of the extra dollar will 
stimulate the Congress to meet 
the problem."

The House Ways and Means 


Committee, which initiates all 
tax legislation, has approved an 
energy tax package,,but House 
leaders decided to delay floor 
action on it until after Congress 
returns from its Memorial Day 
recess a week from today. 


Under the Ways and Means 


bill, energy conservation would 
be sought primarily through a 
boost in the federal gasoline tax. 
That levy, now 4 cents a gallon, 
would rise by three cents in the 
next year and as much as 23 
cents by the end of the 1970s. 


Democrats 
who 
control 


Congress have offered various 
explanations for the slowness in 
passing an energy package as 
an alternative to Ford's. 


Some 
have 
faulted 
the 


leadership for not invoking dis- 
cipline among the Democratic 
rank-and-file, including the 
large freshmen class, to get 
together on a program. 


Some fault the freshmen for 


an unwillingness to follow. 
- And Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield and others say 
the committee system is at fault 
because it permits overlapping 
and competitive jurisdictions 
within Congress. , 


Whatever the reason, Rep. 


John J. Moakley, a second-term 
Democrat from Massachusetts, 
predicted last week that Ford 
will "go on the tube and whack 
the hell out of us." 


He added,'"! think he'll have 


the public's sympathy because 
the people will say why didn't 
Congress do it."

Ford Asks Ration To Pray 
For Missing In Indochina 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Ford is asking Americans .to pray for the safety of ser- 


vicemen missing in action in Indochina and says the government will continue its efforts to 
get an accounting of the MIAs. He delivered his appeal and pledge Monday in a brief 
Memorial Day speech at Arlington National Cemetery. 


Emphasizing the need for a strong military, Ford said, "As longas there are law breakers 


in the world, we must have the strength and the resolve to stand up for what is right.' 


"It is the price we have always paid for being free," he said. "It is the price we must be 


willing to pay in the future." The greatest monument to those fallen in the nation's wars is 
the America they died to defend," Ford said. 


About 4,500 persons attended the traditional ceremony at Arlington to honor the war dead. 


Taps and a 21-gun salute were sounded as Ford placed a wreath of red, white and blue car 
nations at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. The President spent much of Monday planning 
for a trip to Europe, beginning Wednesday, and preparing for a broadcast speech tonight in 
which he will announce whether to increase tariffs on imported oil to help cut down U.S. 
consumption of gasoline and fuel products. Ford also met with Ally. Gen. Edward H Levi and 
top domestic aides on pending crime-control legislation.

After all, it is essential that law- 


makers have a chance to review the 
many bills acted upon, the speeches 
made and all the other routine 
business of a legislative body. That is 
the purpose of the Congressional 
Record, is it not? 


No, it isn't, and that is why the tax- 


payer has a right to complain. The 
Record lists the previous day's events 
all right. But it also contains much 
extraneous material which never hap- 
pened in Congress and excludes some 
of the things that did. 
': 


To begin with, members of Congress 


have the privilege of editing, shorten- 
ing or expanding their remarks as. 
they made them on the floor of House 
or Senate. Thus, a speech as, recorded 
in the Record may bear little 
resemblance to the one actually made. 


But even if one were to exclude the 


inaccuracies of this procedure, what 
about the additional privilege of per- 
mitting solons to add anything — 
literally — at will under a rule of 
unanimous consent, which is never 
refused? 


Pick up any copy of the Record and 


'in its pages will be found letters from 
constituents, sermons by home-town 
ministers, speeches by corporation 
executives and labor leaders, and just 
'about anything else lawmakers wish to 
submit. 


There is a cure for this. Continue 


printing in the Record events as they 
actually occur on the floor, but bill the 
members 
for 
their 
"extended 


remarks." That ought to make an 
honest publication of the Congres- 
sional Record in quick order.

regard. Against White House admoni- 
tion to go slow, it voted an 8 per cent 
across-the-board increase 
effective 


Julyl. 


The second is to find more, revenue. 
This is the hair in the shirt. 
Momentarily Congress shies from 


increasing the tax rate as another 
burden on depressed employment and 
business activity. Expanding the 
payroll base past the $14,100 mark 
finds a limited though not overly 
enthusiastic support. Supplementing 
Social Security revenue from the 
general fund to cover a .deficit is not 
appealing because the fiscal 1975-76 
budget already has been pushed 
beyond all reason into the red. 


Totally, the atmosphere in Congress 


is the wishful thinking it may not have 
to come to grips with the problem until 
the next year's elections are out of the 
way. 


The White House has requested and 


been rejected a joint study of the si- 
tuation. 


At that point President Ford in- 


formed the legislature he was washing 
his hands of the problem and asked 
Congress to bring some ideas to him. 


This shocks Congress because for its 


talk about asserting its constitutional 
rule in the scheme of things, the 
average member hates the idea of 
having to think about tough questions. 


In punching at that complacency, 


Ford stirs the danger" of an ill- 
equipped group taking the initiative 
into fields in which it has no compe-. 
tence. 


Better that the White House keep 


Social Security and related tax ques- 
tions under its wing.

We're Our Own 
Worst Enemies 


WASHINGTON - the most 


serious challenge to U.S. mili- 
tary security is not Russia's 
advanced missile program or 
the threat of another Arab oil 
embargo at some crucial point. 


Rather the major danger to 


our defense lies in (he relative 
sluggishness in the growth of 
U.S. technology, on. which both 
industrial and military strength 
depend. 


In the past decade the over-all 


rate of research and develop- 
ment growth in the United Sta- 
tees has been surpassed by 
France, Germany, Japan and 
the Soviet Union. The gap is 
growing. 


Our military and industrial 


research and development, in 
fact, have declined both in 
quality and as a percentage of 
Gross National Product 


We have also been dreadfully 


slow in putting what R&D we 
hare into our factories. 


As a result: some 39 per cent 


of American industrial facilities 
are more than 10 years old. 
Seventeen per cent are at least 
20 years old. Anot her 1 Iper cent 
are technologically outmoded. 


The results show up clearly in 


the increasing imports of those 
products dependent on tech- 
nology. In the past 10 years or so 
the import of automobiles has 
increased from 5 per cent to 20, 
consumer electronics from 30 
per cent to 72, synthetic textiles 
from 2 per cent to 10. 


The problem is not simply

Jerry Donley, 35, and John J.

Donley and Thomas were 


taken aboard and served a good 
meal and piping .hot coffee. 
Donley's 
disabled 
19-foot 


cruiser, "Little Britches," was 
lashed to the side of the Crapo. 


A final assist through the St. 


Joseph piers came from the 
Coast Guard. It was felt the 
disabled 
cruiser might be 


banged aeainst a pier siding if 
left lashed to the side of the 
cement boat. 


The weary fishermen arrived 


at the St. Joseph Coast Guard 
station at 8:10 p.m. Saturday. 
They reported leaving Kenosha 
for a fishing outing about 11:30 
a.m. Friday, Michigan time. 
They were picked up by the 
Crapo about 4 p.m. Saturday. 


Donley, 
who 
owns 
the 


cruiser, reviewed events. 


"We left Kenosha to do some 


fishing, but never had a chance 
to even start, before entering 


pea-soup fog offshore." •' 


There is no radio equipment 


on "Little Britches," Donley 
said, adding that his compass 
acted up and didn't work 
properly. 


"We didn't know which way 


land was, so we just kept 
moving in circles until the gas 
ran out," Donley said. 


Currents took charge of the 


little boat and moved it in a 
generally eastward 
direction 


across the widest portion of the 
big lake, all night. 


"The three of us sent out 


distress signals—shouting by 
me and John (Thomas) and 
blasts from our air horn," 
Donley mused with a smile. 


"We had a couple of sand- 


wiches to eat, but no water," 
Donley continued. "I finally 
drank some water right out of 
the lake," he said. 


Once inside the Coast Guard 


station, Thomas sought a phone 
to call his wife, Flonnie. 


"This is the worst time I've 


ever had," Mrs. Thomas cried 
over the phone.

Stafford said the fog was 


dense, but at least tempera- 
tures were mild and the lake 
was calm. 


The 
captain 
recounted 


events: 


"Their (Donley and Thomas) 


boat had drifted across our 
shipping lane, 15 miles off 
South Haven, and we passed 
by. I had just gone to eat 
supper when the watchman 
heard sounds of a horn and saw 
a flare." 


The watchman, identified as 


Edmund Gagne, promptly no- 
tified Capt. Stafford. The order 
was to turn the Crapo back for 
a search and possible rescue. 


"We eased alongside and 


secured the cruiser," Stafford 
said. The fishermen then were, 
taken aboard. 


The Coast Guard was radioed 


from the Crapo about the res- 
cue, and the Crapo continued to - 
St. Joseph. 


"It was kind of unusual," 


Stafford said, "because we left' 
Alpena directly for St. Joseph.'; 
We usually 
stop first 
at 


Muskegon. This time, we were;; 
scheduled to stop at Muskegon;, 
on the way back to Alpena." ' 


The Crapo, 201 feet long and 


60 feet wide, carried about 
8,500 tons of cement, mostly for 
the Huron Cement St. Joseph 
terminal.

Carol Stepehenson, a Houston 


detective, said she believes 
Taylor may be involved in other 
crimes, but said he has told 
police he will not confess to in- 
cidents of which police have no 
knowledge. 


The detective said she thought 


Taylor 
was 
"the 
most 


dangerous person I've ever 
talked to" in 14 years of police 
work. 


Taylor is being held without 


bond on the rape charge and on 
four other assaults. He has not 
been charged in any of the 
murders.

wonderful country, I have got to 
'tell'you that you are the last 
people to see me jump. I shall 
never jump again and that is the 
truth. I am through." 


Then he was rushed to, the 


London Hospital. Cartnell said 
he had a crushed vertebra in the 
middle of his back, a fracture of 
the right hand, other spinal 
/damage and severe bruises.

McGovern's successful 1972 
drive. 


"If we're going to succeed. 


we've got to accomplish certain 
things this year to gel in place 
for the primaries," said John 
Gabusi, a former congressional 
aide who has assumed a key role 
in the Udall operation. "What 
we're trying to do is to get 
people to do the work." 


But Gabusi and other Udall 


aides freely concede they are 
being hampered by difficulty in 
raising money, especially from 
liberal money men who aren't 
sure thai Udall is Ihe candidate 
for them. 


"Our main problem right now 


is an amorphous idea that

— Legislation aimed at ending 
decades of farm strife and 
violence in California was half 
way through the legislature 
today after winning Senate 
•approval in a special holiday 
session. 


It is Gov. Edmund G. Brown 


Jr.'s 
plan to provide farm 


workers with state-supervised 
secret 
elections for union 


recognilion. 


Brown's compromise plan 


marks the first sign of peace 
between two warring unions. 
The bill has been endorsed by 
both Cesar Chavez and his 
United Farm Workers union 
and the Teamsters Union, as 
well as major growers. 


There have been at least 5,000 


arrests, numerous reports of 
violence and one death since 


battle erupted between the two 
unions. 


The Democratic governor has 


hailed the plan as a milestone in 
farm labor legislation which he 
says could be a model for the 
nation.

hoped to have the bill on the 
governor's desk for signing as 
early as Thursday. It must pass 
first through two Assembly 


committee hearings and a final

Right now, conservative com-

Johnson, John F. Kennedy, 
Harry Truman, F..D.R. and 
probably Franklin Pierce had 
not done before him. In one 
sense they have a point, but 
wtat they fail to consider — and 
this emerges succinctly from 
White's book — is that quanti- 
tative change does at a certain 
threshold create qualitative 
change. That is, if you beat 
water to 212, a liquid becomes 
gas; if you cook It to 32,-it 
becomes a solid. 


In this fashion, Nixon's ob- 


session with overkill ted to a 
qualitative change in political 
corruption. As an old Boston poi 
•said mournfully,to me back in, 


1973, "Those crazy (expletive 
deleted) are giving dirty politics, 
a bad name." To switch back a 
couple, of tbouund yean, an 
Athenian poiiUciM (aid 'they 


were pretty crafty) would hare 
said 'Nixon lacked a "telos." 
"Telos" is a very interesting 
Greek word because it means 
both a sense of purpose and a 
sense of limits. Take, for 
example, President Nixon's ob- 
session over the leakage of the 
"Pentagon Papers." As I noted 
at the time, nobody ever seems 
to have stopped for a moment 
and asked the sensible question: 
"How does that junk endanger 
national security?" Instead a 
bunch of maniac "Plumbers" 
were losed upon the land. No

To take a different instance, 


Presidents in the past have un- 
doubtedlyemployed the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service for pur- 
poses of:political attrition (a 
dispicable practice no matter 
how virtuous the cause), but 
Nixon, surrounded and egged on 
by a crew of utterly non-political 
janissaries, turned it into stan- 
dard operating procedure. All 
Presidents have enemies, but 
does anyone think that Johnson 
or Kennedy would be looney 
enough to compile an "enemies 
list" and nave a squad out 
keeping it up to date? 


What White has done with 


Watergate is far more than 
chronicle its ramifications; he 
has indicated how it was in- 
tegral to Nixon's whole political 
style. The man simply had no 
"leios": George McGovern was 
beaten the night he was 
Tiominated, yet every conceiva- 
ble pressure — legal and illegal 
— was applied _to overkill. The 
consequence was that in the ef- 
fort '. to achieve" a -President's 
triumph, the Presidency was

She Finds Hope In Her Despair

BARK RIVER, Mich. (AP) - 


In the face of despair, a person 
can learn to live with hope. 


Nina Whatley, a 45-year-old 


mother of four, has a schedule 
that would intimidate most 
healthy people. She carries a 
full-course load with a double- 
major at Northern Michigan 
University and commutes 65 
miles from Bark River to 
Marquette three times a week. 


When she gets home, she 


finds it difficult to get out of the 
car, because she has cancer of 
the spine. 


One year ago, after a serious 


attack 
of 
influenza, 'Mrs. 


Whatley felt she wasn't snap- 
ping back fast enough. So she 
checked 
with doctors, and 


received some antibiotics. They 
didn't help. 


After three weeks she re- 


turned to her classes at NMU 
and felt such pain in her back 


she.decided to go to the campus 
health center. 


The doctor there suggested 


further diagnostic tests. After 
the comprehensive checkup was 
completed, she was told she had 
cancer in her chest, spine and 
lower rib area. 


She had been told that there is 


no cure for her particular form 
of cancer. 


Mrs. Whatley read a news 


story about a similar case in 
California, involving a Marjorie 
Berg. Mrs. Berg was reported 
as saying she wished she could 
die. 


Mrs. Whaley says she was 


greatly 
disturbed 
by Mrs. 


Berg's attitude. 


"How can that woman want to 


die? She has a husband and 
child who love her. I welcome 
each day now that I can spend 
with my family." 


Mrs. Whatley dropped out of 


college for one semester shortly 
after her illness was diagnosed 


and underwent surgery three 
times. She since has returned to 
the university and continues to 
carry to double major in Ger- 
man and history, with minors in 
English and political science. 


To compound the crisis, 


Nina's husband, Bob, suffered 
two severe heart attacks last 
June that have left him totally 
disabled. 


A further complication for the 


Whatleys is an enormous pile of 
medical expenses. 


"I'm too poor for Blue Cross,

-nearly 50 per cent of the ter- 
niinal cancer patients who had 
/been treated.

-;But when Dr. Frank J. 
Hauscher, director of the U.S. 
^National 
Cancer 
Institute, 


sought 
information 
from 


Japanese experts he was told 
ahat use of the vaccine in animal 
^experiments and on humans 
.nad resulted in little or no ef- 


fect. 


"Academic people here do not 


believe the real effectiveness of 
this vaccine on cancer, but the 
public likes such a matter," 
wrote Dr. Harou Sugano, direc- 
tor of the Cancer Institute, one 
of the two major Japanese 
cancer research and treatment 
organizations. 


"Monthly 
and-or weekly 


magazines, not scientific but 
general, reported this vaccine 
several times in a sensational 
way," Dr. Sugano told Dr. 
Rauscher. 


The Japanese substance is 


named 
after 
Dr. 
Chisato 


Maruyama, a professor and 
chief of the department of der- 
matology at the Nippon Medical 
College in Tokyo, who recently 
was appointed dean of his 
medical college. Dr. Sugano 


said. 


The substance is now being 


produced in Dr. Maruyama's 
laboratory, Dr. Sugano added. It 
is distributed at the request of 
patients along with a doctor's 
certificate, he continued. 


The substance is described as 


an extract of the tuberculosis 
bacilli. In this sense, it is 
similar to the use in several 
clinical tests of a substance 
known as BCG, the entire 
tuberculosis bacillus. 


BCG is used in a treatment 


called imfhunotherapy, an at- 
tempt to reawaken the body's 
normal defense mechanisms to 
try to fight off foreign cancer 
cells. The tests in this country of 
BCG have produced widely 
varying results. 


But because the Maruyama 


substance also seems to be an 


attempt at employing im- 
munotherapy, and'not really a 
vaccine, and because the subs- 
tance appears to be safe, the 
Food and Drug Administration 
has isxut 18 investigations! new 
drug (IND) test licenses for 
very limited use. And the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute has 
begun animal:testing.to see if 
there is any antitumor effect. 


Dr. Joseph O'Malley, director 


of the IND staff, Office of 
Compliance, 
Bureau 
of 


Btologicals, FDA; said- the 
report produced a "minor 
deluge of telephone calls" to the 
FDA and a flood of telegrams 
and cables to the U.S. Embassy 
in Tokyo for information. 


Those few patients receiving 


the substance in .this country

Why hasn't 
there been a strike by one or 
more of thorn, pushing back 
deadlines and forcing costs up 
in .what some would regard as

procedure? . 


"We made up our minds a 


number of years ago we had to 
live with each other," explained 
Jack Wood, secretary and 
business manager of the Build- 
ing Trades Council of Me- 
tropolitan Detroit. He was 
referring to both labor and 
management. 


"We know each other," Wood 


said. "We get along with each 
other. When a job has to be" 
done, most of us try to get it 
done." 


Michigan is a lunch bucket 


state where labor organizations 
and big corporations often have 
been on equal footing in the 
public eye. 


The slate has had its share of

director of the Pontiac Stadium 
Building Authority. "They have 
a reputation for fair and honest 
efforts." 


There have been problems, he 


acknowledged. But, he added, 
"we got together with contrac- 
tors and owners a few years ago 
and decided we had to get the 
job done without a lot of 
hassle." 


Wood describes the Building 


Trades Council as "a coalition 
of all various building trades 
and all locals that belong to 17 
international unions." 


"We don't have many strikes 


around here," he said. "We've 
gotten over that. There's no 
reason there should have been 
trouble, and there hasn't been." 


When Ponmet is completed it 


will be one of the largest 
covered buildings of its kind in 
the world. 


A 400,000 - square - foot, 200- 


ton woven fiberglass roof will 
stretch over the edifice. The 
fire-resistant dome will be air 
inflated by 29" blowers, with a 
webbing of .18 steel cables 
anchored to a concrete ring en- 
circling the top of the stadium. 


Rummel said the stadium, 


rising from a construction pit on 
a 132-acre site some 35 miles 
north of Detroit, is 70 per cent 
complete. 


"Things are moving rapidly,

called for expenditure of $29.3 
million.

Although there, haven't been

DNR wildlife biologists warn 


that wild animals seldom make, 
good pets and most zoos have 
more raccoons, skunks, deer 
and other animals than they 


need. 


While normal house pets, 


such as cats and dogs, have 
been bred for friendly traits, the 
wild animal is a complete unk- 
nown and may revert to the wild 
state at any time. 


Also, if the animal has had 


close contact with humans, 
releasing it after it gets larger 
will make it difficult for it to get 
along in the wild. Also, the 
animal could become a problem 
to people living in the area 
where it was liberated. 


These factors and the concept 


of preservation of wildlife led 
the Michigan legislature to 
make it illegal for a person to 
take protected wild animals 
from the wilderness. 
; DNR officials advise anyone 
finding an apparently aban- 
doned or orphaned wild animal 
to leave it where it was found 
and notify the incident to the 
nearest conservation officer.

One year ago, in May 1974, a New York State 


Supreme Court awarded $2,058,000 to a 12-year-old girl 
who had suffered brain damage because of negligence 
on the part of New York's Mt. Sinai. An additional 
$52,000 was awarded to her father. The hospital had 
failed to administer oxygen to the girl two days after 
birth when a deficiency showed up — with the result 
that the girl now has an I.Q. of less than 30. She must 
have the equivalent of. institutional care for the rest of 
her life at a cost of about $20,000 a year.

Today, it's not just a pos- 


sibility that a surgeon or high- 
risk practitioner will be hit by a 
malpractice suit 'It's a near 
•certainty, no matter what his 
competence. 


Since 1960, the total paid by 


physicians and hospitals on 
malpractice 
insurance 


premiums has soared from 
$61,000.000 a year to a projected 
$1 billion-plus. The average 
premium more than doubled in 
'74 for doctors and for many in 
the highest rank categories 
(neurosurgeons, 
anesthesiologists, orthopedic 
surgeons, otolaryngologists), 
annual premiums run $20,000 or 
more — far, far above the rate 
paid by a general practitioner 
who does no surgery. 


And now;; as you surely are 


aware, there has been an 
explosive crisis in the wake of 
announcements by insurance 
companies in several states to 
withdraw

from 


selling malpractice insurance, 
premium rates are rocketing 
past limits doctors and hospi- 
tals say the}1 can pay, and state 
legislatures, insurers and doc- 
tors' groups are desperately 
seeking "solutions."

while others are threatening 
either early retirement or re- 
treating into military medicine.

— for the $1 billion a year 
premium cost would be passed 
on directly to us, the patients; it 
couldn't be otherwise. By one 
estimate, more than $1.60 out of 
every $10 we pay to our 
physicians goes for malpractice 
premiums, while the insurance 
costs add $2 to as much as $10 to 
our hospital room rates and 
$100-$200 extra to a surgeon's 
bill. 


Moreover, there is the "hid- 


den" 
price of "defensive 


medicine" — under .which a 
surgeon orders X-rays and lab 
tests costing hundreds or even 
.thousands of dollars without any 
reason to.believe the tests are 
needed, the sole purpose: to 
provide protection in the event 
of future suits. The cost: up to §8 
billion added to our annual 
health care bills, much utterly 
wasted.

Defensive medicine accounts 


for nearly one-third of all X-rays 
taken each year, says Dr. Sid- 
ney Wolfe of the non-profit 
Health Research Group in 
Washington. Its other forms 
include unnecessary outside 
consultations and unnecessarily 
long. hospitalizations. Many 
doctors will send you to a hos- 
pital for minor treatments just 
to safeguard themselves against 
malpractice claims. 


The threats to the doctors and 


insurance companies have been 
well publicized. The threats to 
us have not been — but they 
come down to either a huge new 
round of increases in our 
medical costs or massive shut- 
downs in medical services 
available to us.

around to serving that need? 
And what evidence is there that 
the American public has been 
content with the product it has 
been receiving? 


Although the advocates of na- 


tional planning are a varied 
bunch, they are held together by 
two common concerns: The 
concern over big business' 
ability to rule lives, and tbe 
concern over its responsiveness 
to tbe public. 


The automotive industry, for 


example, not only affords a liv- 
ing to millions but, because of 
its cyclical nature, also makes 
their lives periodically insecure. 
Layoffs are a way of life. 


And a layoff or production 


cutback in Detroit eventually 
has repercussions in thousands 
of communities all over the 
country, because suppliers of 
textiles, rubber, plastics, me- 
tals and so on must cut back. 


The question that advocates of 


planning are asking is whether 
or not this instability can be 
corrected. Is there some way of 
planning so that so many lives 
won't be so damaged by 
economic ups and downs? 


Detroit has an answer for 


that. Who is better able to 
forecast what lies in the au- 
tomotive industry's future than 
the men who run the affairs of 
that industry? 


Is it conceivable, Detroit'asks, 


that some bureaucrats in 
Washington are better able to 
see the" future? Is it possible
